SHALE 
HILLS ARE VALUABLE 


Rapid Growth in Bus ines s Since it 
was Es tablis hed Sev eral 
Years Ago. 


Tin* shale brick industry in J a c k ­ 
son county is one which will become 
o f more importance than most people 
are prone to believe. 
Only a few 
y ears ago the shale hills west of this 
city 
were 
considered 
practically 
worthless so far as the brick industry 
was concerned, but it is now recog­ 
nized that one of the best industries 
in southern Indiana may be the o ut ­ 
come o f this business. 
The attention of the public was first 
called to the value of the shale d e ­ 
posits in this county by State Geolo­ 
gist W. S. Blatchley , in 19 03 in his 
annual report. 
He made a careful 
analy sis of this material, and repor­ 
ted that there was no doubt that it 
could be made into paving brick of e x ­ 
cellent 
quality . 
He stated that it 
could also be made into rooting tile 
and sewer pipe. 
Later the Medora Shale Brick Com­ 
pany was organized with N. V. Traut- 
man as president. 
This company has 
done a successful business and is 
making paving bricks in large qua n ­ 
tities. 
They now have several large 
contracts in view and the quality o f 
tin* brick is becoming more widely 
known. 
Recently Mr. Trautm an wrote to 
Mr. 
Blatchley 
stating 
the 
rapid 
growth of the brick industry in this 
county , especially al>out Medora. 
Concerning the letter, Mr. Blatch­ 
ley , who was pleased to learn that the 
industry is being developed, said: 
“ Knohstone shale is the most abun­ 
dant brick-making material in Indi­ 
ana. 
In 189 7 I had, in my annual re­ 
port a chapter on this shale, in which 
I pointed out its value for that pur­ 
pose and told of the ex tensive depos­ 
its in this state. 
About that time the 
city o f Sey mour used a million Ohio 
paving brick in constructing paved 
streets, pay ing a high price for them, 
when, at the same time there ex isted, 
within a few miles o f Sey mour, rich 
deposits of knohstone 
shale 
from 
whieh tin* same kind of brick could 
have been made and the money kept 
at home. 
But since tin* value of the 
shale has been pointed out brick and 
sewer pipe factories have been e sta b­ 
lished at numerous places in the shale 
territory and that industry in Indi­ 
an a has grown to enormous propor­ 
tions. 
Knohstone shale is found in a 
broad strip of Indiana ex tending from 
Benton county in a southeasterly di­ 
rection to Floy d county , on the Ohio 
river. 
Included in the shale belt are 
the counties of Jasper. Benton, Tip­ 
pecanoe, Warren, Boone, Montgom­ 
ery , 
Hendricks, 
l’utuam, 
Morgan, 
Johnson, Brown, Monroe, Bartholo­ 
mew, 
Jackson, 
Scott, 
Washington, 
Lawrence, and Floy d. 
The possibil­ 
ities fo r the development of the shale 
industry in Indiana are great.”

Although much attention lias been 
given 
to 
the improvement 
of 
the 
streets in the city during the past few 
weeks, there is s-tilI a large amount 
of work to be done by the street de­ 
partment before all the thoroughfares 
are in good condition. 
It is recog­ 
nized tluit the repair of the streets 
is one of the important duties of the 
council, and it is for this reason that 
especial attention has been given to 
the improvement. 
Recently the square on Third street, 
between Bill and Blish streets, has 
been graded and graveled, an improve­ 
ment which has been needed for sev­ 
eral y ears. 
There was formerly a 
hill 
011 this block which had never 
been graded, and which made the 
street very heavy , especially for haul­ 
ing. 
The council ordered this work 
done last fall, but for f time reason the 
grade for the street \ as never given 
until early this spring. 
Another improvement which is to 
be made this summer is on Vine street, 
between High and Laurel streets. This 
street is to be regraded and graveled 
with concrete curbing and guttering 
on both sides of the street. 
There 
are now several miles of concrete 
curb and guttering in the city and it is 
the intention of the council to have 
all future improvements made in this 
manner, so that there will be a uni­ 
formity in all streets, which adds 
much to the appearance of the city . 
The work on Vine street will probably 
be completed within the nex t few 
months. 
There have also been some negotia­ 
tions with the Pennsy lvania railroad 
company regarding the improvement 
of Jeffersonville avenue, south of Tip- 
ton street. 
The company stated some 
time ago that they were willing to 
make any improvement designated by 
the council, as it realized the necessity 
of repairing flu* highway . 
It was sug­ 
gested that the street be paved with 
brick on account of the large amount 
of heavy hauling from flu* freight 
house, but if seemed to be the general 
opinion that a paved* street would not 
be necessary if the street was well 
¡graveled. 
The company stated that 


j they would be willing to haul away , 
free of charge, the dirt from the im­ 
provement. 
When this street is re- 
! paired, concrete guttering and curb- 
; ing will probably be constructed. 
Several of the streets in the north 
part of the city are to be improved 
this summer. 
A new grade is to be 
given for Broadway , north of the 
Southern Indiana railroad, and tin* 
street will be improved with gravel. 
Several squares on North Blish street 
is also to be repaired. 


The street department has done 
considerable work with the grader the 
past two weeks, whieh has greatly 
improved several of the streets. Many 
of them which were graded, however, 
should be given a new surface, and, 
it is said that a thousand y ards of 
gravel could be used in repairing the 
highwavs in tin* eitv.

It is ex pected that nearly 
three thousand people will be enrolled 
at each of the schools. 
A number of the farm ers of this 
county are making arrangements to 
attend the session of the short course 
which has been arranged.

The Pennsy lvania Railway Com­ 
pany has about completed the work 
o f raising its track from Fifth street 
north to the curve near Riverview 
cemetery . The distance is about nine- 
tenths of a mile and at the highest 
point, a short distance above the 
Sey mour chair factory , the track has 
been raised about five feet. 
Already 
the engine crews say they can notice 
a great difference in pulling their 
trains over this section of the road, 
and several minutes of time is being 
gained by the heavy trains that have 
to make the stop at the-Southern In­ 
diana crossing and then start on an 
up-grade. 
The track has also been 
straightened and part of the way has 
been pushed west about seven feet. 
A large force of men has been em­ 
ploy ed on the improvement for some 
time. 
Some new derails are being put inf 
one at the end of the switch near the 
north corporation lint* of the city and 
the other n ear the block station afc 
Brown street. 
More of the old steel 
has also been taken up in the north 
part of the city and new 8 5-pound 
steel substituted. 
The track was raised about two 
feet nt the Southern Indiana crossing 
and the S. I. has been brought up a 
like distance. 
The S. L, however, has 
made its raise very abrupt and it only 
ex tends back for a distance of about 
200 feet each way . 
This tem porary 
arrangement has been made by the 
Southern Indiana until afte r the sale 
of the road, which is supjjosed will 
be in the near future.

Washington, June 
15. — The con­ 
ferees on the railroad bill have had 
an agreement and the measure, prac­ 
tically In the form that it will appear 
on the statute books, is now before 
the senate and the house. 
Both fac­ 
tions of the Republican party seem to 
be well satisfied with the conference 
report, and it is expected that the bill 
will be disposed of and sent to the 
White House for President Taft's sig­ 
nature by th® end of the week. 
The 
bill emerges from the committee with 
many of the insurgent provisions still 
in it. 
In fact, about the only radical 
propositions dropped by the conferees 
was the house’s physical valuation 
section and the provisions regulating 
the issuing of railroad 
stocks and 
bonds. 
The bill as it reappears con­ 
tains a long and short haul amend­ 
ment, a feature that all of the insur­ 
gents and a few regulars have been 
; demanding for months; a provision 
authorizing the interstate commerce 
| commission to suspend the operation 
I of rate increases for ten months— 
pending an Investigation into their sea- 
j sonahleness; an amendment shifting 
the burden of proof in rate cases from 
I the shipper to the railroad itself, and 
several other propositions that the 
western radicals forced into the hill. 
The house conferees emerged from 
| the conference room with considerably 
j more to tlrnir credit than representa- 
' tives of that body have usually been 
accustomed to get in dealing with the 
senate leaders. Chairman Mann of the 
house committee on interstate com- 
; merce believes the conference hill 
1 strongly entrenched. The house came 
■within six votes of accepting the sen- 
j ate bill as a substitute for its own, and 
a realization on the part of the senate 
leaders that the house might take 
| matters into its own hands and accept 
the bill as it passed the senate, prob­ 
ably made them more conciliatory 
than they otherwise might have been. 
The senate bill had provisions that the 
leaders had accepted merely for the 
purpose of shutting off the debate and 
with the intention of throwing them 
overboard in conference. 
The agreement on the report brings 
practically to an end a fight that has 
been waged for almost four months, 
and there were sighs of relief on both 
sides of the capltol by insurgents, reg­ 
ulars and Democrats when the report 
was received and seemed to be satis­ 
factory to nearly all hands. The Dem­ 
ocrats as a party will, of course, op­ 
pose it, but they probably will do noth­ 
ing to delay its passage. 
The prosi 
dent gets in the conference report the 
commission that he has insisted upon 
for the investigation of alleged stock 
watering by railroad corporations. The 
president is authorized to appoint a 
commission and to fix the pay of the 
men. 
The total appropriation, how­ 
ever, is only $25,000, and the commis­ 
sion will have no power to subpoena 
witnesses.

A Hidden Witness Said to Be 


In Arkansas.

J. B. Judkins, Formerly President of 


the Arkansas Senate,.Says a Former 


Enlisted Man, Now in That State, 


Can Throw New Light on the Killing 


of Lieutenant Sutton and Is Pre­ 


pared to Show That Young Officer 


Did Not Com mit Suicide. 


Washington, June 15.—Interest in 
the case of Lieutenant James H. Sut­ 
ton of the marine corps, who was killed 
in a midnight fracas at the Annapolis 
academy two years ago, has been re­ 
vived by the declaration of J. B. Jud­ 
kins, formerly president of the Arkan­ 
sas state senate, that Sutton did not 
kill himself as the verdict has it, but 
was shot in the back of the head while 
defending himself. In a letter to Rep­ 
resentative Oldfield of Arkansas, Mr. 
Judkins says that a former enlisted 
man in the navy whose name he com­ 
municated to Mr. Oldfield with the re­ 
quest that it be withheld from the pub­ 
lic at this time, tells a vastly different 
story of the shooting of Sutton than 
came out in the several official inqui­ 
ries. 
Mr. Judkins also says that this ma­ 
terial witness was hustled out of the 
way so that he might not be called on 
to testify. After referring to the res­ 
olution pending before congress in re­ 
gard to the death of Sutton, Mr. Jud­ 
kins says: 
“I would be pleased if our 
senators and representatives from Ar­ 
kansas would support this resolution, 
for I assure you that if this man’s ver­ 
sion of the matter is true, Lieutenant 
Sutton was no suicide, but was the vic­ 
tim of an overpowering force. 
I am 
satisfied that this man came here 
(Beach Rock, Ark.) at the time he did 
in order to avoid being called to tes­ 
tify. I also think that his whereabouts 
Is constantly known 
to the parties 
present at the killing, therefore inter­ 
ested in the result and in having this 
man kept hidden.”
